| 1887. Ie chief features were a cheap and 
_ uniform rete and prepayment. The new 
| system went into operation in 1840. The 
| substitution of rail carriages for coaches 
and the absorption ef the entire traffic of 
the country by the railroads added greatly 
to the expenses of the post-office, yet the 
business increased steadily with the reduc. 
tion of prices, and in 1857 the largest pre- 
vious gross revenue of the pest-office was 
exceeded, and in 1863 the net revenue was 
larger than ever. 

Since that time, the extraordinary devel- 
bich have been made in the po 
tal service of Great Britain through enter 
prise, organization, careful supervision, 
and proper rewards for fidelity and effi- 
ciency, and exemplary punishment for 
delinquency and criminality are well known 
to all tamiliar with the affairs of that king 
dom. Even the smaller European powers 
have had the wisdem to profit by Great 
Britain's example. 

Bat the postal een oi the United 
States is permitted to lag behind. Our in 
dividual citizens have enterprise enough; 
our public men have none, at least none of 
the right kind. Their energies are direct 
ed te evil enda, not t beneficent ones. 
They neglect to adopt European improve- 
ments, doubting perhaps whether these 
would subserve their personal or party 
ends. It the Postmaster General has one 


qualification for his high and responsible 
| position, be will wake up in his next an- 
nual report and endeavor to awaken the 
| Government to the postal needs of the 
time. He will realize that something more 
| and greater than removals and appoint 
| ments and interference in elections is

| Of course we do not want in this country 
a postal system exactly like Great Britain's, 
for such an one would not be in keeping 
| with the character aud demands of our

has, for instance, not only 6 Letter Post, 
but a Book Post, a Parcel Post, a Mone 
| Order Post, 4 Postoffice Savings Bank, a 
| Postoffice Life Insurance, and a Post 
Agency—all these things and more con- 
stituting a monopoly which is undesirable 
in the United States. Yet there is very 
much in the outlines, and even the details 
of the British plan, that we should find 
adapted to our uses. And, if we adopt 
no part of Great Britain's plan, let us have 
semething else ag good. We believe that 
there can be as excellent a postal system 
in a republte as in a monarchy.
